The state Assembly Education 
Comunittee has passed a bill requir- 
ing high school students to be tested 
onthe Declaration of Independence, 
the United States Constitution and 
the Federalist Papers in order w 
graduate. 

Assembly Bill 1776, authored 
by Assemblyman Ray Haynes, R- 
Murrieta, passed the Assembly by 
unanimous vote Jan. 5, The bill will 
go & the Senate within the next 
month, 

“Il am excited that we are insur- 
ing our state’s youth the education 
of our nation’s most fundamental 
rights and principles,” Haynes said 
“Our schools need t© help our stu- 
dents become informed participants 
if Our democmicy.” 

According to Michae) Bowman, 
legislative aide for Haynes, when 
Haynes was running for office he 
was amazed at how few people un- 
derstood or had even read the docu- 
inents, and deciied to do something 
about it, “Americans tend to take 
their rights for granted. They don’t

In 1987, a nabonal survey of public 
awareness and personal opinion on the 
Amencanpabbe’s knowledge of the U.S 
Constitution was conducted by Research 
& Forecasts Inc, for the Hearst Corpora- 
tion, Forty-six percent of Amencans did 
not know the purpose of the anginal 
Constitution; 26percent thoughtthe docu- 
ment was written to declare mWepen- 
dence from England, and four percent 
saxl it was intended to muke George 
Washington presilent. Twenty-seven 
percent of Americans thought the Bill of 
Rights was a preamble to the original 
Constitution, and nearly half (45%) said 
the Marxist declaration “From each ac- 
corunig to his ability, tocach acoordang to 
his need” és found in the Constinution, 

AB 1776 would create the Civic 
Literacy Act, which states that “Many 
Americans lack a basic knowledge and 
understanding about the history of our 
nation and the principles set forth in the 
Declaration of Independence, as codi- 
fied in the Constitution and defended in 
the The Federalist Papers.” 

It goes on to say that “The survival 
Of the Republic requires that ournation's 
children, the future guardians of its 
heritage and participants in its gover- 


hance, have a firm knowledge and un 
derstmding of #s principles and bis- 
tory.” 

The Civic Literacy Act would re 
quire the governing boards of schoo! 
districts to develop guidelines to assist 
teachers in meeting the objectives ol 
the act, consistent with the state-rec- 
onmunended curriculum framework, 
thereby imposing a state-mandated lo- 
cal program. A spokesperson for the 
State Board of Education, Government 
Affairs, said the board's announce- 
mont of its position on the bill is pend- 
ing an unalysis of the cost involved m 
impkanenting. the mandate. There is, 
however, some concern that it dupli- 
cates guide tines already in place 

Other states have passed laws re- 
quiring students be tested on the found- 
ing documents, Jun Kim, Sacramento 
State Associated Students Inc. presi-

New bill mandates constitutional literacy 


content of the class is left to the 
discreuion of the instructor. The 
History-Social Science Framework 
for Califomia Public Schools out- 
lines a course of study that includes 
the philosophies of those who framed 
the Constitution and the Bull of 
Rights and recommends that the 
Federalist Papers be presented as 
arguments intended to persuade a 
skeptical public. It does not advise 
teachers to have students read the 
documents in their enurety or be 
tested on them 
AB 1776 strengthens the exist- 
ing requirements, requiring stadents 
w read the founding documents and 
be tested on their knowledge of the 
contents in addition to class lecture 
and/or textbook assignments. 
Teachers would still be responsible 
for the content of the coursework 
and development of the tests. The 
Civic Literacy Act states thatthe test 
may be given as part of a test other- 
wise administered in the govern. 
Ment or civics class.

For the last 16 years, the Sacra- 
mento State basehall team has been in 
the safe hands of coach John Smith, 
who has led the Homets to 14 straight 
winning seasons, including four Div 
il post season berths and two Westem 
Regional champronships in 
1986 and "88 

‘We try to get some of 
the best players around to 
come and play here,” Smith 
sax. “With the group of 
players that we have here 
this year, you just have to 
worry about playing the 
game.” 

In Div. I play, Smith has 
led Sacramento to a 145-95 record in 
four years and narrowly missed three 
post season berths, including last 
year's 46-22 team which finished its 
first year in the Wester Athletic Con- 
ference ted with CSU Nonhnidge for 
second place 

“There are no weak sisters in this 
league,” Smith said. “Anyone is ca- 
pable of beating the other at any 
ume.” 

Afterthe 1978 season, Smithcame 
to the Homets and took over the 
program from longtime coach and 
former athleuc director Dr.Cal Boyes 
the following year, his only losing 
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season in his collegiate coaching 
Career 

While building the program at 
Sac State, the Redding, California 
native has been named Coach of 
the Year in 1986 and ‘88 by the 
Amencan Baseball 
Coaches Associabon 
in the Western Re 
gional and CSUS 
Coach of the Year in 
1981 and "86 

Smith started his 
baseball career as a 
player at the College 
of the Sequoias and 
served three years in 
the U.S. Army as a Special Forces 
Green Beret before returning as 
the Sequoias’ assistant coach in 
1970. 

He first came to Sacramento 
in 197] as aplayer and graduate 
assistant before becoming 
Encina High School's head 
coach in 1974. Smith led the 
Bulldogs to a Central Valley 
Conference tide in 1978 and 
was hired by Boyes to head the 
baseball team in 1979 

In 15 seasonsas the head coach, 
Smith has compiled a 501-337 
record at Sacramento State
